FOR PURE FOOD. 


Senate Yields to Popular De- 
mand and Passes Heyburn 
Bill to Check Adul- 
terations. 


FIRST STEP IN REFORM. 


Prospects Good for Passage of 
Even Stronger Measure 
in the Lower 
House. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—[Special.}— 
The senate this afternoon passed the Hey- 
burn pure food bill, amended in some re- 
spects in the interest of patent medicines, 
adulterated whisky, and other questionable 
products offered for consumption by the peo- 
ple, with only four dissenting votes—those 
of Bacon of Georgia, Bailey of Texas, Fos- 
ter of Louisiana, and Tillman of South Car- 


‘Olina. 


The house committee on interstate and for- 
elgn commerce will favorably report early 
in March the Hepburn pure food bill, a much 
more far reaching measure, and will pass 


} it practically as submitted by the com 


tee. In the conference of the two houses 
there will be yielding on the part of one 
house or the other, but the net genéral re- 
sult will be comprehensive legislation before 
the present session terminates to protect the 
food and drink and medicines of the people. 


Bill Is Entering Wedge. 

Tt is a big thing that public opinion has 
accomplished. Powerful interesta; repre- 
sented in Washington by the best brains 
money could buy, have fought against federal 
supervision of articles sold for consumption. 
They have invoked the doctrines of states’ 
rights, which was ably expounded in the 
senate just before the passage of the bill 
today by Senator Bailey. They have pointed 
out the danger of crippling industries valued 
at hundreds of millions of dollars. They have 
invaded the states and utilized every instru- 
ment that seemed serviceable in order to in- 
fluence the representatives of those states in 


congress. 

They have prevented sweeping legislation, 
it is true, but they have not been able to 
stop an entering wedge for government regu- 
lation, which is certain to be driven in etill 
farther by the house, and eventually result 
in the practical cessation of practices which 
today are most harmful to the health of the 
people. |

Fight of the Whisky Trust. 

Section 2 of the bill originally prohibited 
commerce in adulterated, misbranded, dele- 
terious, or poisonous ‘‘ food and drugs ”’ and 
imposed a fine of $500 for the first offense 
or $500 and one year’s imprisonment for sub- 
sequent offense. The word “liquors” was 
added to this section. The fight in behalf of 
the whisky trust developed on an amend- 
ment proposed by Senator Foraker. The 
original bill provided that Uquors should be 
deemed to be nilsbranded “if blended, or 
rectified, or consists of an admixture of dif- 
ferent grades of same liquor, or contains or 
ie mixed with other substances, and such fact 
ig not plainly stated on the package in which 
such liquor is offered for sale.” 

Senator Foraker thought it sufficient to 
Geclare a liquor misbranded if the label on 
the package failed to contain the word 
“blended” or “rectified” or “ vatted.”’ 

A yea and nay vote was teken, and fora 
time it looked as though the vice president 
would have to cast the deciding vote, but the 
clerk announced that the amendment had 
been rejected by a majority of two votes. 
Senator McCumber of South Dakota offered 
a substitute, which Senator Foraker was 
compelled to eccept, providing that the word 

eo blended ”’ or “ rectified 3 or “ mixed °’ 
must be plainly stated on the package. It 
is likely the house will refuse to accept this 
amendment, as its original purpose certainly 
was to confuse the purchaser, 


One Patent Medicine Senator. 

Patent medicines have had an ardent 
champion in Senator Gallinger, who has been 
referred to frequently as the only physician 
in the upper house. Senator Gallinger’s work 
as a physician ended twenty years ago, and 
accoriing to his own accounts of his career 
he appears to have mixed politics always 
with his medical practice. It was of lttle 
consequence, in his opinion, whether there 


“were poisonous ingredients in fpod or medi- 


cines, provided the quantity was not suffi- 
cient to be deleterious to health. 

The senate refused to accept his proposal 
that the bill be amended so as to include 
the words “sufficient quantity.” 

Senator Gallinger also objected to the sec- 
tion declaring a drug adulterated if sold 
under a name recognized in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary which 
differed from the standard, quality, or purity 
as determined by the test laid down in the 
pharmacopola or national formulary at the 


time of the investigation. He claimed that 


this provision, by indirection, would utterly 
destroy the patent medicine business, and 
while he admitted that he had little confi- 
dence in patent preparations, still the men 
who put them on the market had rights 
under the law wh.ch must, in his opinion, be 
considered. 


“ . Denounces Patent Nostrums. 

Senator Heyburn did not think that any un- 
named nostrum should be soid as a professed 
curer of diseases. 

“I do not think,” he said, “* that any per- 
son should be permitted to offer upon the 
public market a medicine for the professed 
relief againet disease that carried no state-

U. of €. Scientist Uses Bivalves to 
Supply Motive Power. 


COSTS LITTLE TO FEED IT. 


: * 
Uses Electricity to Keep the “Power 
House” from Loafing at Work. 


Science now reveals the possibility that 
electricity and gasoline may be abandoned 
for use in propelling an automobile and in 
their place may be installed an oyster, which 
will prove a much cheaper, more reliable, 
and a faster power. 

Newe to this «effect comes from « Untver- 
sity of Chicago laboratory, where acientists 
are at work searching and experimenting for 
the creation of artificial life ana@ many other 
things for which men have sougtt for cen- 
turiles. 

Otto Greenberg, an advanced student in 
bidlogy and physiology, who has devoted 
himself to experimenting along this line for 
many years, has proved to his own satis 
faction that the feat not only is possibile 
but probable. He has conirived a device 
whereby the power of the oyster. can be 
utilized in locomotion. 


Thinks Theory Is Practical. 

No animal is better muscled or more pows 
erful for ite weight than the cyster, believes 
Greenberg. Why, accordingly, should it not 
be put to some practical advantage, he asks. 
To anewer thie question he has worked for 
several years and now believes that the 
cyeter can be used in the modern vehiole. 

The principle by which his device works 
in that of the contraction and expanson of 
the muscles of the oyster. By means of a 
light electrical current, he declares, the mus- 
cles of the sea animal will contract, and to 
secure the expanaion of the muscles he has 
a scheme which he refuses to divulge. 

The contraction and expansion process, 
which can be worked automatically by a 
small contrivance, is sufficient to drive a 
piston and thereby propel either a light run- 
about or a large touring car. 


Large Oyster Is Needed. 

It will take more than @ blue point or a 
rockaway, however, to drive an automobile. 
But there are oysters in the sea of many 
different kinds, he declares. Some are larger 
than a man, and on the coast of India they 
grow as large as 300 pounds. Just how latge 
an oystér will be necessary will depend on the 
size of the automobile, he states. For a ma- 
chine of twelve horse power,. it will. require 
in the neighborhood of probably 100 o. p. 
(oyster power). — 

Benefits to be Gerived from oyster power 
in locomotion are numerous, In the Arst 
place, oysters are cheaper than gasoline aod 
electricity. There are millions and millions 
of oysters in the sea, and the supply probably 
will never run dry. Their food is almost cost- 
less. All they need, he asserts, is a little sea 
water and refuse, to be poured into the can 
in which they are to bé placed in the machine.

NO “PURE” FOOD ON MENU. 
Ware tetas 
Every Course Evolved ‘from Test Tubes 
at Prof. Stillman’s Dinner, 


New York, Feb. 21.—[{Special.]—Prof. 
Thomas B. Stillman, head of the chemica) 
laboratory of the Stévens institute and a 
member of the Chémica)? Society of Paris, 
gave to two of his friends tonight what he 
called a “synthetic dinner.” His guests 
éalied it a “‘ chemical lunch.” 

The two guests were seated all right and 
proper at a table in &@ private dining room 
of the Astor. The host was seated part of 
the time, mostly he wae hopping back ard 
forth from a chemical laboratory which he 
had set up in the serving room and in which 
he cooked his part of the dinner in beakers 
and test tubes before every course. 

The menus, written in French with ex- 
planatory notes, gave the chemical formula, 
long ae the moral law, for everything. 


Proud of Hie “Near Biscuits,”’ 

The best thing that Prot. Stiiman did, and 
the one of which he seemed most proud, was 
the biscuita which accompanied the soup. 
These looked and tasted like ordinary bis- 
cults which you see advertised in a.street 
car and buy In @ box. As a matter of fact, 
they were made out of things you buy ina 
Grug store, and not a grain of four entered 
into their composition. They were made of 
ohemica}) starch, extracted originally from 
potatoes, cream of tartar, saccharine, 4 
chemical sweetening, by carbonate of soda, 
and artificial milk, a fluid containing all the 
ingredients of real milk, but which never saw 
a cow. — 

The butterine which went with the biscuite 
looked like the genuine yellow product of the 
cow and the dairy maid Prof. Stillman held 
up a jar of it before the biscuits came to the 
table, and explained that it would have to be 
kept out of the sun or it would fade white. 


Butter a Pure Four Flush. 

It wae compounded of “ oleo ”’ oll, a certain 
refined lard, artificial milk, and “ carrotine,” 
a yellow coloring distilled from carrots. And 
so on down the line. 

The banana sherbet was complicated. Prof. 
Stillman admitted that he had some trouble 
with that. There were eight ingredients, in- 
cluding five kinds of ethers, all blended to 
produce the flavor and smell of bananas. 

Perhaps the raspberry jelly which came on 
with the ptarmigan was as good an imitation 
as any other. It was made of apple pulp, left 
after the cider was pressed out; of glucose, 
which is simply a sweetening made from 
cornetalks, and of a few other materials. 


Cocktails Fair, but False. 

The Martini cocktails, which did some 
shocking things before the evening was over, 
were made of absinthine, alcohol, saccharine, 
and yellow aniline dye. They were an ex- 
cellent imitation of the real thing. His imi- 
tation of white burgundy was better. The 


constituents of the sauterne, as given on the 


menu in French, were: “ Acide 
tartre, alcohol, ether antique, glucine.”

BACILLI UNDER VIOLET RAYS. 


Bacteria Studied at All Stages of} 
Growth Without Killing Them. 


Boston, « Mass., Feb. 21.—[{Special.)—A 
Harvard medical school professor. has per- 
fected a new method of photographing bac- 
teriology, and doctors claim it will revolu- 
tionize medicine when it Is announced and 
comes in public use. Prof. H. C. Ernst for 
three years has been experimenting on the 
subject, and in vain sought apeatenee in 
Burope. 

The ntlew method ie not named yet, but 
consists in the use of ultra violet rays of the 
spectrum for photographing germs. By this 
méans they are shown in their true form 
even while they are growing, enabling a 
doctor to take a series of pictures, illustrat- 
ing just the exact nature of the particular 
bacilli. 

The method completely innit the old 
order of things. Then chemicals were ap- 
plied to suspected tissue, and different colors 
resulted. Wach germ has a treatment pecu- 
Har to itself, which shows its nature. 


Effect on Tuberculosis. 


For instance, tuberculosis turns red under 
certain chemicals, and no other germ will do 
so under like treatment. The disadvantage 
was that chemicals not only shriveled the 
bacterium but killed it. The spore which is 
the vital part of the germ was concealed in 
the shriveling until the life of the germ 
cout not be ascertained and this baffled 
the doctors. Now, there is no killing. 

Ultra violet rays are thrown through the 
spectrum upon the object and the rays of 
light are so filtered that every germ stands 
out in G&istinct shape and color. Ordinarily 
they are so like air that they cannot be dis- 
cerned without artificial means. Now they 
are easily seen and the spores can be studied 
at length. The growth is watched in series, 
photographed, and the action of medicine 
upon them watched in the same way. 

It means a revolution in the treatment of 
diseases. Medical mem now claim that the 
discovery is the greatest since Dr. Koch found 
the bacilli of tuberculosis in 1881. It has 
been ten years since any progress has been 
made in coloring germs by chemical means.

EAGAN DISMISSED. 


Joy Morton and Deckers Re- 
place with Cash Jackson 
Trust’s Bad Loans. 


THEN OUST PRESIDENT. 


Run Comes to an End and Accept- 
ance of Deposits Begins 
Again. 


As a result of the revelations concerning 
the connection of the Creelmane with their 
institution, directors of the Jackson Trust 
and Savings bank yesterday dismissed Will- 
fam H. Bagan from the presidency. His resig- 
nation was requested as soon as the true 
state of affairs was made known to Director 
Joy Morton, who hestened frcem New York to 
the relief of the bank. 

After investigating the extent of the loans 
made to Creelman, and to companies of 
doubtful stability Mr. Morton, Vice Presi- 
Gent ._Edward Decker, and Director David 
Decker placed sufficient cagh at the disposal 
of the bank to cover all fosses. : 

The announcement then was made that 
the bank would continue in business and that 
the sixty day notice on the withdrawal of 
savings deposits would be withdrawn. 


Retirement of Eagan Announced. 

The official statement announcing the re- 

tirement of President Eagan and the provis- 
ions for the continuation of the business was 
made by Mr. Morton, and is as follows: 
'.“ At a meeting of the directors of the Jack- 
son Trust and Savings bank, held this day in 
the office of Mr. Joy Morton, careful scrutiny 
was made of all of the bills receivable and 
all other assets held by the bank, and all such 
as were considered in the slightest degree 
doubtful were withdrawn and cash substi- 
tuted therefor, without one cent of loss to 
the bank. 

“ Reports concerning the condition of the 
bank have been exaggerated and unwarrant- 
ed. There has been a slight run, but all the 
depositors have been paid promptly on de- 
mand. The doors of the bank were kept open 
a half hour after the regular closing time 
this afternoon for the purpose of accommo- 
dating such depositors as were desirous of 
withdrawing their money today. The. bank 
will be open for business as usual on Friday 
at 10 o'clock, and will continue in the bank- 
ing business. : 

“On account of the crowd in the bank on 
Tuesday the bank availed itself of the sixty 
days’ notice to savings depositors. This no- 
tice has been rescinded. Any savings de- 
positor who received that notice will now be 
paid on presentation of his book. 

“The resignation of Mr. William H. Eagan 
as president and director of the bank was ac- 
cepted; anda committee corisisting of L. T. 
Dickason and Joy Morton appointed, to act 
with Vice Presidents Decker and De Muth, 
as a nominating committee for the selection 
of his successor. 

“Pending the election of a president the 
vice presidents will act in that capacity.” 

fhe statement is signed by Joy Morton, L. 
T. Dickason, B. F. De Muth, David Decker, 
W. R. Morrison, and William M. Lawton. 


Creelman Loans Probably Large. 


In the light of the statements on Tuesday 
that the bank needed no assistance and stood 
to lose not more than $20,000, the action of 
the directors was a surprise. In banking 
circles it. was believed that the directors 
would express their confidence in President 
Eagan's aasertions that his conduct of the 


institution. was above criticism. The dis- 
miseal of the president, therefore, lent color 
to the reports that the bad loans made by the 
bank were larger than admitted by tts offi- 
cers. It is said that the Creelman obliga- 
tions alone amount to more than $80,000. Mr. 
Merton declined to give any figures. 

Mr. Morton wasted no time in rescuing the 
bank from its distress. He arrived from 
New York in the morning, and was driven 
immediately to the institution in the Rail- 
way Exchange. Summoning President Eagan 
and David Decker to his office in the head- 
quarters of the International Salt company 
in the same building. Mr. Morton undertook 
an investigation of the bank’s condition. 
President Eagan produced all the securities 
on which money has been loaned, and Mr. 
Morton went over the papers carefully. All 
collateral of doubtful value was eliminated, 
and Mr. Morton then computed how muoh 
cash would have to be poured into the insti- 
tution to make good all possible losses on the 
loans in: question. 

Following. this investigation Mr. Morton 
conferred with Mr. Vecker in private, and at 
noon it was confidentially announced that 
Morton and the Decker interests would put 
up the cash to cover the deficit. How much 
cash this means both Mr. Morton ana Mr. 
Decker declipe to state. 

Mr. Mort decision to assist the bank out 
of its difficulty was signified by the an- 
nouncement that the institution would ac- 
cept deposits, an act that would have been 
criminal if it were insolvent. Deposits ag- 
gregating $3,500 were taken in Guring the 
afternoon. ; 

Eagan Ready to Quit. 

The resignation of President Bagan was 
requested during the forenoon while Mr. Mor- 
ton was examining the bank’s securities. 
President Bagan was ready to resign-—he had 
been ready for several days—if Mr. Morton 
thought it would be for the best intereste 
of the bank. Mr. Morton thought it would, 
and the intimation was conveyed to Mr. Ea- 
gam. The resignation was forthcoming, 
whereupon a meeting of the directors was 
called for the afternoon. 

At this meeting, which convened at 8 
o’clock in Mr. Morton's office, were Vice Pres- 
idents L. T. Dickason and B. F. De Muth, 
Directors Morton, Decker, and Morrison, 
President Eagan, and Cashier William M. 
Lawton. Mr. Morton presided. 

What took place in the meeting the direo- 
tors declined to divulge in detail, but what- 
ever it was it kept them in session for nearly 
three hours. The securities of the institution 
were again produced, and President Hagan 
was allowed an opportunity to explain his 
loans. It is reported that he compleined of 
having been victimized by the Creelmans., 

The problem of covering the lossce was then 
@iscussed. Mr. Morton and Mr. Decker of- 
fered to furnish the cash on security which 
was then arranged, the agreement being 
drawn up in writing and signed by all the 
directors. It was agreed that all losses which 
may result from the Eagan loans will be 
shared pro rata by the stockholders, and Mr. 
Morten and@ the Deckers afterward reim- 
bursed for the funds advanced.

TOLD TO FORGET TIMELINESS. 


Josephine Preston Peabody Says Pres- 


ent Age Lacks Poetry Because It Is So 
Wrapped Up in Itself. 


That the present age would have more 


poetry were it less conceited was the theme 
of Josephine Preston Peabody, the. poet, in 
a critical discussion of “‘ Poetry and the Mod- 
ern World,” before the Twentieth Century 
club jast evening, at the residence of Frank- 
Min H. Head. Miss Peabody resides in Cam- 
bridge. 


“The age insists on timeliness,”’ she said. 


“It shuts the door on the beautiful past and 
demands of the poet, ‘ Tell me about myseif, 
my wonderful complexity, my rustle, and my 
roar.’ 


“ Bome poets, like Rudyard Kipling, heave 


accepted the challenge, though with risk to 
their immortality. In demanding that poetry 
shall be as timely as our newspaper, we for- 
get that timeliness is the first thing that time 
iteelf will tarnish.

| Several Days Likely to Be Oceu- 


pied Examining These 
Documents. 


: 


A bombardment of documentary evidence 
against the indicted packers’ plea of immuni- 
ty, ‘on hearing before Judge J Otis Hum- 
phrey, was begun yesterday by District At- 
torney Morrison. More than 100 papers were 
‘presented during the day to Commissioner 
James R. Garfield for identification. = - 

‘The papers, letters which passed between 
the commissioner, the representatives, of the 
packers, and the commissioner's agents who 
were engaged in the investigation of the meat 
business for the bureau of corporations, were 
not introduced in evidence, but were identified 
by Mr. Garfield preparatory to their intro- 
duction when they will be tead to the jury. 
They had reached the total number of 102 
when court adjourned, and there are many 
more still to be presented, ~~ , 
.. By this method of reviewing the inquiry 
which the packers now plead as a basis for 
a claim to immunity from prosecution, Dis- 
trist Attorney Morrison Intends to lay bare 
the entire history of the investigation, step 
by etep,. as it progregsed; and he hopes to 
prove to the jury the conclusion that is neces- 
Sary to the quashing of the'plea, that the 
packers gave the government agents infor- 
mation voluntarily. , 

He hopes to show by the complete record of 
the department's correspondence that such 
material as was given to the men who exam- 
ined the books was given freely, but that 
much other matter was withheld from them. 
Further than that, he is aiming to prove that 
@ great dea! of the information incorporated 
in tthe Garfield report was secured from 
eources outside the control of the packers. 


Lays Down Rules of Evidence. 

Judge Humphrey was in doubt as:to how 
snuch of this correspondence ought to be ad- 
mitted in evidence and asked counsel to pre- 
pare arguments upon the questionable part. 

“JT am satisfied,” he said, “that commu- 
nications from Commissioner Garfield or any 
of his agente to the defendants or any of 
their agents are competent evidence; and, 
similarly, that communications from the de- 
fendants or any of their agents to the com- 
missioner or any of his agents are compe- 
tent. But a rule has been held that letters 
from a principal to his assistants without 
the knowledge of the third party would not 
be competent against the third party. There 
are several exceptions to the rule excluding 
self-serving testimony, and I shall ask coun- 
se] to consider them before the next session.” 

Much of the correspondence already iden- 
tified by Mr. Garfield answers the last de- 
scription, but the district attorney will pro- 
test against its exclusion, as it is material 
in showing the conduct of the investigation. 
It is expected that the reading of this cor- 
respondence wili consume two or three court 


sessions. 
Garfield on the Stand. 


Mr. Garfield, on the stand during the morn- 
ing, continued his denial of many of the 
statements made by the witnesses for the 
defense relative to their being: granted im- 
munity from presecution. Edward Swift 
testified several days ago that he had told 
Charles Swift in the presence of Mr. Gar- 
field that all information would be regarded 
as confidential and that none of it would be 
used to harm Swift & Co., but the commis- 
sioner flatly contradicted this statement. 

Similarly, in reference to his conversation 
with Jesse P. Lyman, then president of thé 
National:Packing company, he was asked: 

‘ “Did you say anything about your power 
to compel the production of books and pa- 
s?’’ — 

“I did not.”’ 

“ Did you say that the information would 
be confidential and would riot be used to in- 
jure. them ?’’ 

“I did not.” 

“Did you tell Edward Morris in the pres- 
ence of Charlies Macfarlane that you could 
compel the production of their books?’’ 

“I did not.’’ 

Packers’ Visits to Washington. 

Mr. Morrison then questioned him as to his 
meetings in Washington with Arthur Meek- 
er and T. J. Connors of the Armour com- 
pany. A telegram and a letter from Mr. 
Meeker asking when thee Garfield report 
would be published were introduced, and the 
witness stated that the general subject dis- 
cussed with the representatives of the 
Armours was their desire to cotperate with 
the bureau of corporations, but also te safe- 
guard their interests. 

Objections were made when the district at- 
torney asked him if he had subpceenaedany of 
the men whom he interviewed, but the court 
admitted the negative reply, as he did also 
@ response that none of them had been 
placed under oath. 

His instructions to his agents were inquired 
about, and a long debate on the admissibility 
of that evidence brought about one of the 
main contentions of the government, that the 
mental attitude of the defendants was not 
competent evidence. Mr. Morrison contend- 
ed that it was irrelevant, but that as instruc- 
tions given by the packers to their offticé em- 
ployés had been admitted Gartield’s orders 
to his agents should be allowed in the record 
as of a similar nature, and the court ruled 
with him. . 

Mr. Garfield will take the stand again this 
morning for the identification of additional 
correspondence of his department. It is pos- 
Sible that no court session will be held this 
afternoon’ because of the national holiday.

NEW YORK TO HAVE TALLEST 
BUILDING ON EARTH. 


Singer Manufacturing Company te 
Build Tower on Its Present Build- 
ing, the Top to Be 593 Feet Above 
Ground, or 40 Feet Higher than the 
Washington Monument—WiIlil Be 65 
Feet Square—Eiffel Tower in Paris 
the Only Thing That Dwarfs It. 


New York, Feb. 21.—[Spectal. ]—The Singer 
Manufacturing company filed plans today 
for a structure which will be higher than all 
existing skyscrapers hy from 200 to 800 feet, 
and be about 40 feet higher than Washington 
monument. 

In connection with the improvement of the 
property, which it already owns, adjoining 
its present building, at the northwest. cor- 
ner of Broadway and Liberty street, the 
company will erect over the central part of 
the enlarged structure a tower of forty 
stories, which will rise to the height of 503 
feet 10% inches. The tower will be 65 feet 
square for 36 stories, and will be surmounted 
by a dome containing four additional stories, 
above which will be a cupola, and, if that 
isn’t high enough, a flagstaff. 

With the exception of the Eiffel tower, the 
Singer building will be the loftiest structure 
in the world. It will be nearly 60 feet higher 
then the Philadelphia city hall, more than 
200 feet higher than the Park Row building, 
and ever 100 feet higher than any of the 
famous spires of Europe, with the exception 
of those of Cologne cathedral, which rise 512 
feet above ground. h

Carthage, ll., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—Former 
Gov. Yates today. exhibited faith in the people 
in coming-jinto.Hancock county, that.always. 


ing for republican support for United States 
senator at the primaries in April. He made 
no mistake. The courthouse was packed to 
suffocation, and many were turned away. 

The former governor arraigned the federal 
machine in Illinois, which he charged with 
arrogance and insolence, with prostituting 
the Supreme and federal courts to perpetuate 
its existence’ and by seeking as a minority 
representation of, the republicans of Hlinois 
to control the politics of the state. 

The speaker charged that the office of W. A.

E. Spencer Blackburn, republican 
representative in congress from the BHighth 
North,Carolina district, charging him with 
practicing before the departmentsof the gov- 
ernment and with accepting fees for the serv- 
lee after his election-to the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

“The indictments alleged that Blackburn ap- 
peared before. the treasury department and 
the commissioner of internal revenue, as at- 
torney, and red a compromise of the cases 
against A. Dinkins and P. A. Davis,two men 
charged with violation of the laws governing 
the making of whisky in the Fifth North 
Carolina district. It is alleged that during 
February..and March, 1905, Blackburn was 
paid $100 by Davis and $500 by Dinkins for his 
services..: The indictments are based on. sec- 


tion 1782 of the revised statutes of the United 


States, whieh says: 


‘No senator, representative, or delegate, 


after his election and during his continuance 
in office, shall receive or agree to receive any 
compensation whatever,’’ etc.

Senator Heyburn Gratified. 


Senator Heyburn expressed Ade acagh-aa 
that the bill had been passed, lating that 
it might be termed properly *‘ an act to com- 
pel the telling of truth in regard to the busi- 
ness in which men are engaged.”’ 

‘The bill does not fix a standard upon or 
thing; nor does it authorize the fixing of 
standard. It provides that’ the courts, and 
the courts only, may determine whether an 
article is contraband ‘its provibions, 

«The object in avoiding.any peselnee 4 con- 
struction that might be held to be fixing a 
standard was to prevent the bill from coming 
fn confict with the pure food legislation of the 
states. Congress recognizes that’ the states 
ave establish: d different standards and that 


he had taken the ground that the Hepburn 
hill ought to pass as it stood, but since then 
ke has become convinced that the railroad 
interests were entitled to the protection 
granted them by a specific paragraph giving 
the courts the right to review the action of 


the commiseion. 

The two serators, in their own behalf, in- 
sisted that the language of the amendment 
drawn by Attorney General Moody was dan- 
gerously cdbscure. Apparently it gave to the 
courts jurisdiction only as to the legality of 
the action of the commission, but practically 
they felt certain it could be utilized by the 
railroads to throw the whole question into 
the courts even after it had been decided 
by the commission and thus in effect would 
prevent the execution of the orders of the 
commission until after they bad been passed 
vpon by the courts, which would, of couree, 
imvolve an appeal, delays of months or years, 
almost the same as at the present time. 

Taking the ground that the Hepburn bill 
as it stood when it passed the house did not 
deprive the railroads of their constitutional 
right to protect themselves againet any con- 
fiscation of their property by an appeal to 
the court, the two senators, reprefenting on 
the committee the general vrestern idea, in- 
formed the president that they could not con- 
sistently support the Moody s#mendment, but 
that they would advocate in the senate and 
elsewhere the sage of the original Hep- 
burn biH, which had been paseed unani- 
nausly by the house and which was opposed 
only by the friends of the railroads. 


Hepburn Accepts, Too. 

Chairman Hepburn and Speaker. Cannon 
also were brought Into the conference and 
they, with the two senators, listened to 
Attorney General Moody and the presi- 
ident, who explained the intent of the com- 
promise amendment. The speaker and the 
chairman of the house committee finally an- 
mounced their willingness to accept any 
amendment which the president would in- 
dorse. 

Subsequently, President Roosevelt called 
Senator Crane back to the White house by 
telephone and announced to him that he saw 
nc especial harm in the Moody amendment 
and would not oppose it, although he still be- 
lieved the original Hepburn bill did not in- 
terfere with the constitutional rights of the 
railroads. 

There is to be a special meeting of the sen- 
ate committee on interstate commerce to- 
morrow for the purpose of taking action on 
the various railroad bills. There are upwards 
of fifty ‘amendments to be considered and, 
although the senators hope to get through 
at a single session, it may take them several 
days. to finish the work. In view of the atti- 
tude now assumed by the president, it seems 
likely that the five republicans and one or 
two democrats will agree on a majority re- 
port in favor of the Hepburn bill, with the 
Moody and some other amendments. Sena- 
tors Clapp and Dolliver will present a minor- 
ity report in favor of the orginal Hepburn 
bill, and in this probably they will be joined 
by the rest of the democrats, Senator Cul- 
lom, who is still ill in Florida, will lose his 
vote, although he has telegraphed his oppo- 
sition to any amendments repeatedly. 
Whether this opposition will be changed by 
the new attitude of President Roosevelt re- 
mains to be seen. 


Effect of the Amendment. 


It was said tonight on good authority that 
neither President Roosevelt nor Attorney 
General Moody belfeves the amendment 
agreed upon:-at the conference at lunch will 
have much effect one way or the other. Op 
its face undoubtedly it limits the jurisdiction 
of.the court to determining, first, whether the 
existing rate is legal, that is, whether it is 
reasonable; second, whether the rate fixed by 
the commiseion is legal, that is, whether it {fs 
reasonable to the people and to the railroad; 
and, third, whether the order of the commis- 
sion violates the constitutional rights of the 
railroads, 

On.the surface these are all questions o# 
law, but several people who have examined 
the amendment tonight seem to think it will 
be impossible for any court to determine 
whether an existing rate is reasonable or un- 
reasonable unless it goes into the evidence 
produced by the commission or takes new 
evidence on the subject. Having determined 
that question, it is said it is equally evident 
that the court cannot determine the reason- 
ableness or unrearonableness of a rate fixed 
by the commission without also going into 
the facts. 

Being given jurisdiction togo into fhe facts 
in the first and eecond instances, it is held 
by senators who don’t like the Moody amend- 
ment that the court would necessarily have 
the right, and, in fact, it. will be ite duty to 
suspend the operation of the rate fixed by the 
commission until. the court iteelf had re- 
sewed and sustained it, which review, of 
course, would be subject to an appeal to the 
United States Supreme court. } 


Another Feature Criticised. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out that these 
suits to review the action of the interstate 
commerce commission are to be brought in

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WILL STRIKE ON APRIL 1, 
SAYS MINE HEAD MITCHELL. 


President of Coal Men in Pittsburg De- 
glares for War—Ousts Dolan and 
Names New Qfficials. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 21.—[{Special.]—Pres!i- 
dent John Mitchell of the united minework- 
ers came here today to investigate the 
troubles in the local district organization. 

“Will there be a strike on April 1?’ he 
was asked; as he boarded histrain on leaving 
tonight. 

“As far as I-know now,” answered Presi- 
dent Mitchell, *‘ there will bea strike.’ 

“In both the bituminous and anthracite 
flelds?’’ he was asked. 

“I positively will say nothing more,” he 
replied. 

President Mitchell held a conference with 
the special committee representing the dele- 
gates of the Pittsburg district miners’ con- 
vention this morning. He announced at ad- 
journment that he would confer with the at- 
torneys of the delegates, after which he 
would be in a position to make a statement. 

Later in the day President Mitchell gave 
out a statement, in which he said: 

* The miners’ convention of district 5, hav- 
ing removed the president. vice president, 
secretary-treasurer, and executive board, 
the national organization recognizes their 
right to do so.. Mr. Dolan is no'longer presi- 
dent of district 5 of the United Mineworkers 
of America. 

*“ Pending the result of the election, which 
has been ordered, I have appointed a com- 
mittee of three to take charge of the organ- 
ization’s work in this district.’’ 

Mr. Mitchell left for New York late tonight. 
President Dolan, on being mformef of the 
move made by Mitchell, stated that he still 
would continue to do business as the legally 
elected head of the district. 

** It is the natural thing for Mitchell to say, 
at this time,’’ said an anthracite mine oper- 
ator today. ‘‘ The miners’ committee is at 
work drafting demands behind which they 
must make a show of standing firm. I do 
not believe, however, that there will be a 
strike in the anthracite districts. Perhaps 
Mr. Mitchell is speaking of a bituminous 
strike, which is far more Mkely to occur. It 
is possible that the leaders may get the 
anthracite miners out on a strike to attempt 
to force their demands, but a strike in the 
anthracite flelds will be of but short dura- 
tion.”’ 

The long delay of the miners’ committee tn 
presenting its demands is thought by the 
operators to be due only to the difficult posi- 
tion of the committee in having to satisfy all 
parties of the-mine workers.

Albert Douglas, who has defeated Gen. 
Grosvenor for the republican nomination for 
congress in the Bleventh (Ohio) district, is 
an attorney at Chillicothe, O. He is 58 years 
old, and was graduated from the Harvard law 
school thirty-two’ years ago. He has been 
county attorney, and seven years ago the 
delegates from his county presented his name 
for governor in the republican state conven- 
tion. 


GEN, GROSVENOR BEATEN 


VETERAN OHIO REPRESENTATIVE 
FAILS OF RENOMINATION. 


Career in Congress of “Sage of Ath- 
ens,’”? Which Has Extended Over 
Twenty Years, Brought to a Close 
When Albert Douglas Defeats the 
Old Leader in Convention by Vote 
ef Seventy-six to Twenty — Own 
County Against Him. 


Lancaster, O., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Charles H. Grosvenor, “the Sage of Ath- 
ens,’ for twenty years representative of the 
Eleventh. Ohio district in congress, where 
he has been a well known figure, was defeat- 
ed for renominatidn in the convention today. 
Albert Douglas of Chillicothe had 78 votes 
against the 20 of the veteran lawmaker. 

The most bitter aspect of this defeat of 
the old party leader is the fact that his own 
county of Athens polled its entire vote 
against him, and not one of the seven coun- 
ties in the district gave Grosvenor its solid 
vote. 

Grosvenor’s defeat+is the old Story of the 
pitcher that,went to the well-once too often, 
Many ef thé‘yoinger Politicians of the dis- 
trict believed the old' man had done his 
whole duty to his district six years ago, and 
decided to relieve him, but Grosvenor se- 
cured renomination under a promise that he 
would not ask it again. 

Leaders Reckon Without Grosvenor, 

Thrice he was nominated with that under- 
standing; and the last time the arrangement 
was so definite that in preparation for the 
convention of today the local men left Gros- 
venor out of the race for some time and 
prepared for a joust between Vouglas and 
E. 8. Martin, with the chancesin favor of the 
latter, until he became ill and had to retire 
from the canvass, 

Then Grosvenor, “ yielding to the strong 
pressure brought-to bear upon him,”’ as his 
announcement said, ** changed his mind,”’ 
and became an active candidate, hoping, itis 
believed, to get the Martin following. He 
faile@ to get it, and during the fight he has 
made for renomination. he has had to face 
the accusation of being an ingrate and a 
breaker of faith made by the younger lead- 
ers who supplanted him today. 

Grosvenor put up a hard fight to stem the 
flood against him. Recently he made Athens 
county’s congressional committeeman, John 
Finsterwald, a known enemy, postmaster of 
Athene in the hope of winning him back. .It 
was too late. The Athens leaders namedthe 
delegates to the Lancaster convention, sealed 
the Het of names in an envelope, and kept 
them secret until.the last minute. 

The day before yesterday it was claimed 
Grosvenor had secured a majority of the con- 
gressional committee, and that it would call 
off the convention and order a primary eleec- 
tion. This maneuver falled. 


Hopes Up to the Last: 

Early today the friends of Gen. Grosvenor 
were claiming his nomination on the promise 
of John F. White of Hocking county that he 
would throw the vote of that county to Gros- 
venor. White, however, cast Hocking’s vote 
for Douglas, and maintains that he made no 
promise to the Grosvenor forces. 

The story of this convention, historical in 
its shearing of power from a leader of two 
decades, is a short one. Israel Foster of 
Athens county presided and the name of 
Douglas was placed in nomination by A. E. 
Tinker of Ross county. Grosvenor was 
named by Worley Brown of Meigs county, 
who later voted for Douglas, and with little 
ado the roll was called, resulting in the fol- 


lowing vote: 
Douglas. Grosvenor. 


The announcement of the nomination was 
received with cheers, and ‘tonight the anti- 
Grosvenor ‘mén aré celebrating their vic- 
tory. There is,a report that Grosvenor will 
try to make ar independent run, but there 
is ttle credence placed in it, as the defeat 
in the convention was'so overwhelming. 


New Leader an Orator. 

The man who defeated Grosvenor is 53 
years old and a lawyer. He graduated at 
Kenyon college in 1872, and from the h.ur- 
vard law school in 1874. He was a presi- 
dential <clector at: large and president of the 
Ohio electoral college in 1896 and was de- 
feated for the republican nomination for 
governor in 1899. He is an orator and has 
dominated the politics of Ross county for 


years.

‘WOMEN QUIT CONFERENCE 


One Delegate Declares Change 
Would Put Premium on: Vice— 
Sectarian Views Aired. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—Discord en- 
tered into the congress on Ymiform divorce 
laws today following a heated discussion of 
the following section of the report: 

An innocent and injured party, husband or wife, 
seeking a divorce’ should not be compelled ‘to 
ask for a dissolution of the bonds of matrimony, 
but should be allowed, at his.or her option, to 
apply for divorce .from’.bed.and board. There- 
fore divorces a mensa should_be retained where 
already existing ‘and’ provided for in states where 
no such rights exist, 

* The proposition was vigorously opposed by 
Dr. Henry C. Winton’ of Trenton, N. J., who 
maintained that separation’ should not be 
granted as it might tend to bring about a 
wrongful mode of life. His argument was 
combated by Chairman, Smith of the com- 
mittee, who asserted his belief that Dr. Win- 
ton placed human nature In'too low a plane. 


Calls It Premium on Vice. 

Mr. Smith declared that the authority of 
the committee and the” Roman Catholic 
church should be respected in passing judg- 
ment on this question to which the Rev. Caro- 
line B. Crane of Kalamazoo, Mich., took ex- 
ception, she remarking that ‘*‘ the church has 
a right to discipline its-own members, but 
should not force its views on this congress.” 

A general debate followed in which the 
views of several Christian denominations on 
this subject were aired. 

A humber of women left the room whep 
Miss Fanny Leake Cummings of the state of 
Washington declared that. the resolution 

would put a premium on vice, and produced 
statistics in support of her’argument. The 
resolution was finally adopted with ap 
amendment allowing the innocent party te 
apply for divorce from bed and board “‘ atany 
time.”’ 


Urge Public Divorce Hearings. 

The congress expressed itself in favor of all 
hearings and triale in divorce cases in open 
court. It was declared that such public hear- 
ings would have a tendency to do away with 
collusion between parties to the suit for di- 
voree and that publicity would tend to de- 
crease applications for’ divorce. 

The consideration of the resolution spect- 
fying the causes for divorce was resumed 
this afternoon. [t was finally adopted, though 
considerably modified from the form as orig- 
irally presented by the resolutions commit- 
tee. 

Causes for divorce, both ante-nuptial and 
post-nuptial, were thoroughly discussed, 
after an attempt had been madeto strike out 
the entire list on the ground that such a 
list might do injustice to some states. 

It' was*decided by a considerable majority 
of the delegates that not less than two years’ 
residence should be required on the part ofa 
plaintiff who has changed his or her state 
domicile since the cause of divorce arose, 
where jurisdiction depends on the residence 
of the plaintiff. This feature of the report 
was not adopted until after much debate.

There has never been so much talk about 
graft as now. There was never so much 
reason for hope. _ 


WASHINGTON AND THE WEST. 

In an address in the Auditorium on Wash- 
ington’s birthday a few years ago, the Hon, 
John S. Wise used a sentence which, well 
rounded and rhetorical as it was, contained 
one reason for the greatness of the man. 
He said, *' Washington was the first of 
Americans to put his finger on the map at 
the point where the great lakes dip furthest 
to the south and proclaim this to be theseat 
of future empire in the country.” The audi- 
ence greeted this declaration with the pride 
natural to citizens of Chicago, but perhaps 
without a consciousness of the importance 
of the tribute to Washington himself. 

It is one of the refreshing things in read- 
ing ‘history to find an occasional statesman 
who is gifted with prescience, who is able to 
see beyond the narrow horizon of his com- 
panions&, who, therefore, builds with the 
future in view and keeps his eyes on possi- 
bilities rather than on actualities. Benja- 
min Rush of Pennsylvania thought that one 
reason why England gave the new republic 
a western boundary at the Mississippi, with 
so much “ waste land,” as he called it, be 
tween the border land of-settlements and 
the great river, was that the extent of ter- 
ritory might bring with it certain destruc- 
tion. Every additional Accession of terri- 
tory brought with it a company of croakers 
who sang the same sort of song. The 
Louisiana purchase fouhd a few of the rul- 
ing class to uphold it as of wonderful future 
promise, Gouverneur Morris declared that if 
we did not own the Mississippi basin the sons 
of the east would move west and would pass 
into foreign soil unless the United States 
rose to the situation, and that thus “the 
fairest hope of posterity’ would be de- 
stroyed. But his voice was hardly heard 
among those of the Jeremiahs of his time. 

What Gouverneur Morris was to the 
Louisiana purchase Washington was to 
the west of his day. As a young man 
he was engaged in surveying out in 
the wilderness, and caught a glimpse 
of the mighty possibilities of the coun 
try beyond the Alleghanies. In 1763 he 
organized a land company to exploit the op- 
portunities of the west, and no more en- 
thusiastic promoter ever worked to secure 
interest in a field for investment. In 1767 
he wrote to a former surveyor-companion, 
“ Any person who neglects the present op- 
“portunity of hunting out good lands and 
“in some measure marking and distinguish- 
“ing them for his own, in order to keep 
“others from settling them, will never re- 
aé gain it.”’ 
r revolution he declared that i¢ defeated on 
the seaboard, and if the fortunes of war 
went against the American cause, he would 
lead his people out into the valleys of the 
Mississippi and there they would be free. 
He backed his beliefs with his money, and at 
the close of the revolution he wrote to the 
president of Princeton college that he had 
patents for 80,000 acres in the “ west” and 
surveys for 10,000 more. Once, near the 
close of the war, he left his camp at New- 
burg to take a ride through the region where 
the Brie canal was afterwards built, and, 
in lettere to friends, indicated the possibili- 
ties of some sort of communication with the 
west in that direction. He maintained u 
lively interest in plans for a water route 
from Virginia to the west. He wrote to 
Gov. Benjamin Harrison expressing his 
great concern lest the Spanish at New Or- 
leans secure the favor of the western people, 
which rightly belonged to the new American 
nation. 

There is too much of a tendency to regard 
George Washington ae a being who dwelt 
apart, far above the thoughts of the com- 
monalty, a namby-pamby, goody-goody sort 
of a creature who “ never told a lie,” who 
lived self-centered in a narrow environment, 
content to receive the adulations of a people 
because of his services asa military leader 
or his achievements as first president of the 
republic. To the central west, however, he 
should be the first prophet of ite greatness, 
the prime mover in its material advance- 
ment, the steadfast champion of the hardy 
pioneers who pushed farther and farther 
the sinuous line of settlement and redeemed 
a wilderness for a free people.

COMMON CARRIER AND DEALER.” 
A common carrier in interstate commerce 
must not engage in trade. A railroad which 
transports coal, grain, and other commodi- 
ties must not trafiie in them, That is the 
logical conclusion of the decigion of the 


peake and Ohio ease, The principle is a 
sound one, and public policy demands that 
it be made a rule of action, 

The common carrier and the merchant 
do not stand on the same footing. The 
one carries on a public and the other a 
private utility. The rates and methods of 
the one are subject to governmental con- 
trol, and those of the other are not. There 
are potent reasons why the one should not 
be allowed to encroach on the domain of the 
other, To the extent that the common car 
rier traffics in commodities, especially in 
those it transports, it places itself outside of 
government contro! and is enabled to evade 
with greater ease the laws governing the 
subject of transportation. 

If a railroad were to establish a grocery 
store in a city it served that store would have 
a manifest advantage over its competitors. 
The road could cut the freight rates on the 
goods it carried on its own account and 
offer them for sale at prices which would 
drive competing stores to the wall. What 
would be true of groceries is true of coal. 
When a railroad buye and sells coal it can 
get the better of competitors by a cut rate 
on its own coal, as the Chesapeake and Ohio 
did, or if it own mines, directly or indi- 
rectly, as the anthracite roads do, it can 
charge an extremely high rate oncoal. The 
coal mined by a company owned by the 
railroad pays that rate as well as does the 
coal mined by an independent company. But 
as between the railroad and the coal com- 
pany it owns the freight rate ie a mere mat- 
ter of bookkeeping. To the independent 
operator it ig a sad reality. It subjects him 
to unjust competition. 

If a railroad were permitted to be both 
common carrier and buyer and seller of 
commodities it would, as the Supreme court 
says, be able “to concentrate in its own 
hands the products which were held for ship- 
ment along its lines and to make it, there 
fore, the sole purchaser thereof, and the sole 
seller at the place where the products were 
to be marketed—in other words to create an 
absolute monopoly,” A railroad should stick 
to its legitimate business. It should not 
attempt to become a dealer also and thus 
combine functions which cannot safely be 
united. 

The decision in the Chesapeake and Ohio 
ease may pave the way for a successful at- 
tack on the railroad monopoly of the an- 
thracite coal business so far as interstate 
commerce in that commodity is concerned, 


THE FLAG AND THE RAG. 

The flag is the symbol of sovereignty 
everywhere, It ought to stir the heart of 
every citizen. Laws have been passed to 
protect it. It is not allowed to be used for 


land, it is taken from a consulate and 
stamped in the mud, or if any other insult is 
offered to jt, international complications may 
result and the whole power of the govern- 
ment is brought into use to secure repara- 
tion. No patriotic occasion ever lacks the 
flag as decoration, no procession marches 
without its waving banner. The most stir- 
ring of our national songs proclaim its glory; 
the children are taught to see in it the sym- 
bol of freedom; ite red, and white, and blue 
are interwoven into the poetry and prose of 
the nation. It flies from every schoolhouse 
as a result of a campaign of education to 
teach patriotism to the sons of the sires. 

All that is right and proper. But itisa 
curious inconsistency which permits without 
protest the changing of the flag into a rag. 
The object lesson of patriotism: which fiut- 
ters from the staff on the roof of more than 
one public school building in Chicago this 
very day is nothing more than a rag. Its 
blackened and smoke begrimed surface 
shows no trace of stripes orstars. Through 
storm and sunshine, by day and by night, it 
is allowed to.fly until its beauty is lost and 
its significance is forgotten, The children 
for whose instruction it was placed there 
soon learn to regard it of little value, and 
the object of the advocates of the fying ban- 
ner is entirely obscured. 

There is more than a question whether the 
custom should not be abandoned and the 
flag kept for special occasions unless there 
can be attached to i something of the 
needed erence for its folds which shall 
secure for it that care and thought which it 
ought to have.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DEFONTENOY |

HERE is an American phage in the 

origin of the independent labor party, 

which has come to the fore in such a 

remarkable manner in the recent gen- 

eral election in Great Britain, and 
which bide fair to prove so important a factor 
henceforth in English politics, especial- 
ly at Westminster. It was the late Lord 
Masham who was really responsible for the 
formation of the party. At the time when 
the great dockers’ strike in London and 
other British seaports gave such a fillip to 
the labor movement Lord Masham, who was 
practically the king of the wool combing and 
silk combing trade, sent his two chief man- 
agers to the United States to make a search- 
ing investigation into the probable effects of 
the tariff changes inaugurated by McKinley. 
On the strength of their investigation and 
reports Lord Masham reduced the wages of 
his tens of thousands of employés at Man- 
ningham, Bradford, Halifax, and at his va- 
rious other mills in Yorkshire, in Lancashire, 
and in Bcotiand. 

The result of this was that his employés 
went on strike. They were out forseventeen 
weeks and feeling ran high. Theriot act was 
read and the military had to be called out. 
F’rom the discontent of Lord Magham’s atrik- 
ing employés emerged the independent labor 
party, whose title was invented and whose 
first constitution was formally adopted at 
Bradford. 

There is one mistake which has been made 
in nearly all of the obituaries of the late 
Lord Masham. They describe him as a self- 
made man, implying that he was of humble 
origin. True, he made a colossal fortune by 
insisting upon going into trade, to the hor- 
ror of his family, instead of going into the 
church, as his relatives had intended. But 
the death of his elder brothers placed him 
while quite a young man in the possession, 
through inheritance, of valuable estates and 
of a big amount of money. 

-— 

He was not only a university graduate but 
also descended from one of the oldest fam- 
llies in England—namely: that of the Cun- 
liffes, who according to the existing records 
of Clitheroe castle were settled in Lancashire 
prior to the Norman conquest, and played a 
considerable role as the masters of Wycoller 
in that county in the reign of King Edward 
I. The junior branch today is represented 
by Sir Robert Cunliffe of Acton Park, Wrex- 
ham. The late Lord Masham, whose patro- 
nymic was Cunliffe-Lister, and the late Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Owen represented the elder 
branches. 

Lord Masham commenced his commercial 
career in the counting house of Sands, Tur- 
ner & Co. of Liverpool, and in behalf of that 
firm made such frequent trips to the United 
States that he case to be familiarly known 
at Liverpool, and, in fact, among his friends 
generally, as “American Sam.’ He was 
never tired of ascribing his succeas in life to 
the experience which he had obtained in the 
United States, declined the offer of a bar- 
onetcy from the crown, and was created a 
peer of the realm by the late Queen Victoria 
in 1891, 

He had the most profound contempt for 
politicians, and his only interest in politics 
was in so far as it affected property, in- 
dustry, and trade; in fact; on one notable oo- 
casion he publicly proclaimed the fact that 
he cared “nothing for politics. In fact, I 
despise politicians as time servers."’

Some time ago I called attention in these 
letters to the active role played by the free- 
masons in the Latin countries of Europe in 
political affairs.

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Important Incidents of Historic Convention of Anti-Nebr es 
Held at Decatur, Ill., Fifty Years Ago, Which Faved the Way 
for Formal Organization. 


BY PAUL SELBY. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the convention 
of anti-Ne editora, which met at De- 
catur, Til, Feb. 22, 1856, and prepared the 
way for the Bloomington convention of May 
following which marked the formal organiza- 
tion of the republican party in Illinois, would 
seem a fitting occasion for recalling some 
of the more important incidents of that 
event, and suggests Taz Triscne, which 
took a prominent part in it, as the proper 
medium for placing the story before the 
public. 

As the outcome of two years of agitation 
on the subject of an organization to resist 
the further extension of slavery, following 
the repeal of the Missouri compromise, there 
appeared, early in January, 1856, in the 
editorial columns of the Morgan Journal at 
Jacksonville, @ suggestion for the holding 
of a conference of anti-Nebraska editors of 
the state to agree upon a line of policy to 
be pursued during the approaching campaign. 
The first indorsement came from the Win- 
chester (liL) Chronicle, then under the edi- 
torship of the late John Moses, afterwards 
the private secretary of the first Gov. Rich- 
ard Yates, and still later author of Moses’ 
“* History of Illinois.”’ 

The indorsement of the Winchester paper 


was followed by a similar note of approval - 


from the Illinois State Chronicle, published 
at Decatur, and on the suggestion of the 
latter, Decatur was agreed upon as the place

Another early indorser of the movement 
was Tue CuHIcaco Tripung, which, under 
the title, ‘ Free State Editorial Convention,”’ 
made this editorial comment; . 

It was moved by the Morgan Journal and secon4- 
ed by the Winchester Chronicle that there should 
be held a convention of free state editors at De- 
ecatur on the 224 of February. The question has 
met the approval of the Pike County Free Press, 
the Decatur Chronicle, and other papers. The 
Morgan Journal calls on the Belleville Advocate 
and the anti-Nebraska press generally, from one 
end of the Prairie state to the other, to express 
their sentiments on the propriety of the proposed 
convention. 

Then, after quoting still further from the 
Pike County Free Press and the Morgan Jour- 
nal, Tas TRIBUNE adds: 

The reasons set forth by the Journal so clearly 
and well are sufficient. If it be the will of the free 
state editors to hold such a convention ‘* The Trib- 
une *’ will be represented. We need only add that 
the proposition meets our cordial approbation, 
and we hope a ready response will be heard from, 
every section of the Prairie state on the part of 
the editorial corps not bound te swear by Douglas 
and slavery. 

A formal call was issued which bore the in- 
dorsement of twenty-five papers, including

Pittsfield, then edited by the late John G. 
Nicolay, afterwards the private secretary 
and, still later, the biographer of Abraham 
Lincoln.

The convention met at the time and place 
indicated, convening in the parlor of what 
was then the Cassell house, later the Ogies- 
by house, and now the St. Nicholas hotel. 
When they came together the members 
amounted to a round dogen, a heavy snow 
storm, which had fallen the night before, 
blockaded many of the railroads, prevent- 
ing a number from arriving, although two or 
three reached town in the evening, but too 
late to take part in the proceedings.

An organization was effected with Paul 
Selby ag chairman and W. J. Usrey, secre- 
tary, while Messrs. Ray, Schneider, Ralston, 
Wharton, Daugherty, and Pickett constitut- 
ed a committee on resolutions, and Messrs.

The most important work of the convention was 
transacted through the medium of the committee 
on resolutions. Mr, Lincoln came up from Spring- 
field and was im conference with the committee 
during the day, and there is reason to believe that 
the platform, reported by them through Dr. Ray 
as their chairman and adopted by the convention, 
bears the stamp of bis peculiar intellect. .. . 

The platform, while disavowing any intention to 
interfere in the internal affairs of any state in 
reference to slavery » @mounted to an em- 
phatico protest against the introduction of slavery 
into territory already free, or its further extension; 
demanded the restoration of the Missouri compro- 
mise; insisted upon the maintenance of the doctrine 
of the declaration of independence as essential to 
freedom of speech and of the press, and that, under 
it, *‘ freedom “ should be regarded “‘ as the rule 
and slavery the exception” . .; declared in favor 
of the widest toleration in matters of religion, and 
for the protection of the common schoo] system, 
which was a protest against *‘ know-nothingism,"’ 
which had swept over the country within the pre- 
ceding two years; and concluded with a demand 
for ‘‘reform in the administration of the state 
government "’ as second only in importance to 
slavery extension itself. 

In other words, the pletform, while pro- 
fiounced in opposition to slavery extension, 
was conservatively republican, recognizing 
the rights of the slave states under the conr 
stitution, as it then existed, as Abraham 
Lincoln did up to the hour when emancipa- 
tion became a necessity in the prosecution of 
the war for the preservation of the union.’

CHICAGO EGG SPECULATORS 
STAND TO LOSE $7,000,000. 


Fresh Product Sells at 121% Cents a 
Dozen and Storage Goods at 7, Less 
than Cost. 


With cold storage eggs selling at 7 cents 
and fresh ones at 12% cents a dozen, egg 
speculators are waking up to the fact that 
they have a jarge white elephant in their 
possession. The industrious hen and the 
weather have cotiperated and defied all prece- 
dents ¢ winter. As a result a loss of 
$7,000,000 in round numbers is staring the 
speculators in the face. 

For the first time in years the price of 
fresh eggs at this season of the year is lower 
than the price at which eggs were bought 
last spring to put in cold storage. A year 
&g0O eggs Were extravagantly high. Conse- 
quently in April and May last year there 
was @ grand rush to buy eggs for cold stor- 
age purposes. 

The average price pald was 16% to 17 cents 
a dozen, which with the storage, insurance, 
and interest charges added makés the cost 
* the eggs up to date approximately 18% 


Contrary to precedent there hds not been 
@ time since the eggs went into storage that 
they have shown a profit. At prevailing 
quotations there is in prospect for the specu- 
lator an average loss of 11% cents a dozen, 
with the carrying charges piling up every 
day. It is estimated that the local stock of 
oonee eggs is approximately 68,000,000

In Union There Is No Conscience. 

Four, or twelve, or twenty business men, in order 
te become censcienceless, must get together and incor- 
porate for wusiness. It may be a demonstration of 
graft that they choose to accept of the state the privi- 
leges and immunities that eome of incorporation. It 
is only through the state that the incorporated com- 
pany in its simplest form is made possible. In this 
reservation of the state’s is the recognition of the

magnitude may become ten thousand times greater 
than was any ome of its individual constituents. The 
state will have made it so, and in some fairness, per- 
haps. But this never has been enough for the trust, 
and it never will be as long as graft may be harnessed 
to trust purposes. With miltiens at its corporate com- 
mand where the individual has hundreds of dollars 
only, the lawful privileges of the corporation will have 
added to them the unlaswfai legislation and the crim- 
inal immunities from consequences which everywhere 
are to be had for graft. ~- 

Of the two evils commanded from the state, the 
criminal immunity from supervision and frem viola- 
tions of all laws of right and morality is the greater. 
In the main this immunity costs less than does an un- 
lawful law which may escape the constitutional attack 
that is made upon it, Sometimes, perhaps, the price 
of a drunken orgy for the inepector will pay for the 
immunity; again it may be dollars, in hundreds or in 
thousands, owing to the condition of the grafter and 
the extent ef the trust purposes.

The life of the average bubble cerporation in New 
Jersey js two brief years.

fact that the corperation has failed to pay ite taxes 


for two years, “it no longer has corporate éxistence.” 


In this manner in three years the governor of New . 
Jersey has wiped off the records more than 2,000 fake 
concerns, organized and incerporated for the express 
purpose of graft, and the wreckage of which repre- 
semted $350,0090,000 in stock and bond issues. It is 
nothing to the state of Jersey thet these millions 
represent a legalized ft which is onty a modified 
form of the green goods and gold brick games. The 
grafter wants the means to his ends, and it is profit- 
able te the state to se htm the concealed weapons 
with which to go after other people’s money. He may. 
have had only a desk, a chair, and a place in an office 
building, but with his ‘fake corporation and stock and 
bond issues he is a poor grafter who cannot command 
an income for the next two years.

Labor and Capital Hunt Together. 


The labor graft was for a long time notorious. The 
unions were not to. blame. Their officers, or many of 
them, were bribed by big business men, and the com- 
bine of capital and labor worked together against the 
man who was paying the money. It is declared that 
in the building trades alone the union representatives 
and the contractors split up scores of millions of dollars 
which, through fllegal combines and farcical bidding, 
they had grafted off the builders. 

The exposure of some of these grafting combines 
of labor and capital checked graft along. that line, but 
did not kill it, for it still goes on. 

Indeed, all through Chicago graft is sporadic. Pohce- 
men still demand money from women and criminals, 
policemen sometimes pay to have a “pull” with them 
when they want a position, and, in cases like the recent 
Linn case there is*deliberate stealing, which is hardly 
classed as “graft,” although it is the same thing, and, 
in many ways, more decent than “ grafting.” 


Graft by Railroads. 
Rebates, Special Legisla- 
tion and Other Forms of 
Looting States and Public 


in railroads has been the great- 
est of. all grafts. Rebates, spe- 
cial digpensations, special legis- 
lation, government, state, and 
county subsidies for private -en- 
terprises, all come under the 
same head. 

One of the great railroad 
grafts was the land graft. As 
an example of the wholesale 
plundering of natural resources 
of the country for. the benefit of 
private individuals and raifways 

Wisconuse«. stahas at the front. Half the dollars in 
Wisconsin, and most of the dollars of Its great poli- 
ticians, were made of wood. 

Once upon a time.a railway company wanted to 
bulld a road from, north to south through the state, 
cutting through the heart of the richest timber pre- 
serves of the commonwealth. The men back of the 
project sechired a contract with the state whereby 
the builders of the road were to have aiternating 
quarter sections on each side of the tracks; that is, 
the road should own half the land on each side of its 
right of way. 

Thereupon the engineers got busy and surveyed 

a line that outrivaled. the crookedness of the backers 
F the plan. The.road wound in and out throygh the 
rich: forest .pfteserves until sometimes the quarter 
sections of the.company fronting on ome curve backed 
up against the quarter sections on the next curve. 
And, eventually, when the railway management had 
cut off the timber and left. barren, ragged wastes, it 
. purvhased ether land .and straightened its, road. | 

Meantime it had grafted scores of aa a pp of dol- 
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ers generally, the company.fimally was able to take over 
properties of various kinds to the vahkue of. $12,500,000. 
Against this more or less tangible property the ship- 
building company issued $25,000,000 of common stock, 
$20,000,000 of preferred stock, and $24,000,000 worth of 
bonds. And one of these tangible properties was an 
automobile manufacturing plant!

Millions Are Given Away. 


Millions of dollars of these stocks and bonds were 
given away by the promoters of the scheme. With 
the absorption of many of the concerns entering into 
the trust agreements were made that certain favored 
personages in these works should be retained by. the 
shipbuilding company. for fixed terms of years and at 
large salartes. A “dummy” directorate, having no ine. 
terests in the trust, voted the stock and bond obligations. 
and arranged the prospectus which was to put the shares 
and bonds of the compary upon the market in a Mvora- 
ble hg’ Most of the companies taken over by the 
corporatian not only had no working capital but they 
were impoverished to a degree threatefiing their exist- 
ence without assistance. Yet when the concern’s state- 
ment was made to the New York stock exchange to se- 
cure ‘the listing of the securities of the shipbuilding 
company a working capital of ahnost $2,000,000 was 
shown at'a time when the trust had ecarcely one dollar 
to clink against another. 

It was owt of this situation that graft among 
grafters appeared in the insistence of one of the prin- 
cipals in the. deal that his $20,000,000 interests in the 
shipbuikding company should be sold first! 

But not even the bonds of ithe company would sell. 
London, Paris, and New York were allotted $3,000,006 
each of the bomts as a first venture, and scarcely $400,- 
000 was subscribed in the three centers of money. The 
public, shy and to some extent wise to the situation, 
refused to biy, and in this steady refusal of the world 
te load up with these sham properties, based on over- 
capitaNzation and a flamboyant prospectus, the United 
States Shipbuilding company went into the common 
burying ground of the Jersey corporation. The pre 
ferred stock never touched the coveted 65 set by Schwah, 
nor did the common reach the 25 minimum at which 
Schwab would sell. 
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Graft Among the Grafters. 


When the remains of the great corporation went to 
the receiver, that individual's deatgnation of the worke- 
ings of the schemers was “artistic swindle” and “whole- 
sale plundering ” of those who were caught in the mazes 
of the crooked promoting and wrecking of the cencern, 
Schwab and the Bethlehem Steel works were charged 
with the chief parts in these accomplishments. In turn- 
ing over the Bethlehem property to the trust Schwab 
was left virtually the dictator of both the trust and 
the subsidiary company, and it was in this capacity 
that he could turn aside fhe earnings of the Bethlehem 
company to the wrecking of the shipbuilding trust. 
This wrecking became inevitable when, with the $2.000,- 
000 earnings of the Bethichem company set aside from 
the profits of the trust, the payment of interest upon 
the bonds was made impossibie. 

To water stock to the extent that pubfle credulity 
will stand and then to wnload and stand from under is 
the simplification of the corporation process. €

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“Labor Union Graft. 
How Parks Bled the 
Workingmen of New 
YorKandT heirEmployers 


as tt haa been considered in the 
corporation which seeks further 
special privileges was one of the 
strongest incentives to the forma- 
tion of the labor union. But while 
the principle “In union there is 
strength” still holds, it has been 
demonstrated that in the same 
condition there are crookedness 
and graft. Individual graft in the 
lebor union never has been better 
@hown than in the case of Sam 
Parks, the New York labor boss, 
who in seven years in that state is cretlited with calling 
6,000 strikes. 

Parks was a walking delegate of the Housesmiths 
and Bridgeworkers’ union. He was @ masterful figure 
in the ranks of union labor and as his powers grew and 
opportunities offered his graft apecialty became the 
ordering of strikes on the part of union labor and then 
appearing to the affected concerns and offering to order 
the men back to work on the payment of fixed sums. 

In the process by which Parks finally was trapped, 
sentenced to imprisonment, and through which he finally 
died in, prison, it was shown that time and egain he had 
ordered strikes in which labor might lose $100,000 while 
he was negotiating for the $1,000 to $6,000 fixed by him 
as the price for calling off the trouble. 
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How Parks Got the Coin. 

‘An example of the Parks method is illuminating. 
ealled upon the manager of the Hecla iron 
ne occasion to remark by way of introduction

The manager 4id not deny it. Parks deliberately 
announced that he was there to help spend a little of 
the surplus. On the special piece of work at that time 

the company the structural iron workers were 
receiving $2.50 a day. Parks announced arbitrarily that 
the men should be getting $3.50 a day and the strike was 
ordered. : 

After several weeks of idleness one of the contract- 
ing firms under duress of the strike appealed to the 
Hecla iron works asking that the management see Parks 
and call the strike off. Parks came and asked $2,000 for 
the deal. .When he should be paid he would guarantee 
not only that union men would go back to work but that 
the employers might hire whomsoever they would for 
the completion of the government job. 

A check for $2,000 was drawn to the order of a thir@® 
person. This person indorsed it over to Parks and 
Parks deposited the paper to his account in bank. The 


check, with its indorsements,.was in evidence in court,

Another case of a builders’ strike was settled with 
@ little*more caution. Parks had asked for $1,000 for 
the settlement. The affected concern thought the price 
too high and‘ offered $300 as a compromise. Parks 
agreed after consideration and suggested the manner 
of paying the money. The president of the company 
appeared at Parks’ house with the dills. He asked for 
assurances that the men would return to work at $ 
o'clock next morning, at which idea Parks smiled ‘so 
deprecatingly ‘the employer ‘might have been ashamed 
of his question. The reassurance was in the words that 
“if the sun rises in the merning the men will be 
there.” 

In the transference of the money Parks suggested 
that the bills be counted out on a table in the center of 
the room. The money was placed there and in a moment 
‘a little girl came in, took up the pile, and disappeared 
with it throtigh the door. 
ne “ Marked, I suppose?” was the comment of the labor 

Ss. 

As an indication of the “business” which Parks 
had done in his seven years’ commanding of the situa- 
tion he wore at the time a sealskin overcoat costing 
$1,000 and his bank account at the time of conviction 
was $35,000!

One of 4 gigantic ft by 8 et col 2 govern- 
ment timber from the ini oe coast lands was exposed 
in the Benson-Hyde syndicate of San Francisco. Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Wyoming, and Idaho were the fields of 
operation. Under the law the person making entries 
of timber lands is not allowed to remove the timber 
until he has made final proof and has paid all charges. 
It was the scheme of this syndicate to make entries 
corruptly and at once to denude the lands of the timber. 
When a section had been stripped the schemers would 
move on, making other entries, cutting off the vajuable 
timber, and moving on again. 

In this process the inquiry was started as to why 
sO many entries had been abandoned. The government 
sent out men to investigate, with the result that lands 
listed with the land office as valuable timber reserves 
were simply wastes of tangle and stumps. Arrests, 
indictments, prosecutions, and the long millings of lLiti- 
gation followed, and some of these cases are still in 
the higher courts of the United States, with the syndil- 
cate’s defense paid for out of its Mllegitimate profits,

Land Grafting by Riitvents. 

Land grafting by some of the early railroads in the 
Mississippi valley country were novel enough. One of 
the great trunk lines traversing the state of Missouri 
had large grants of land in its building, based pon the 


agreement that every other township touched by the. 


right of way should become the property of the com- 
pany. The particular section of the state was essen- 
tially an agricultural country, and it became of great 
concern that the road should touch as many townships 
ag possible, where the best lands were situated. 

The solution of the problem Ywas in the building 
of kh crooked roadbed, designed to cut as often as pos- 
sible the two corners of two townships. The merest 
touching of a township corner was the technical ac- 
quirement of it or of the hext thirty-six square miles 
of territory, and to this end the line was built....Luiong 
afterward some of the most erratic portions of this 
road were gone over by its engineers and “cutoffs” 
made in order to save mileage. But through the road's 
influences with legislatures and state executives mil- 
lions of dollars in ‘lands had come through — into 
the treasury of the railroad company.

But wherever a road was contracted for through 
timber its course always was through the heaviest 
timber tracts, no matter how serpentine the course of 
the trail. It was inconsequential that this cutting of 
timber was more laborious because of the size of the 
growth. It was no matter if the road was contracted 
for at sixty feet width and the cutters occasionally made 
it three times as wide. Graft was the purpose of the 
contractor and his way was easy to it. In this manner 
billions of feet of the finest timber in the state was 
cut and sold while the government paid the contractor 
for doing the work. 

With the enaction of the homestead laws, the op- 
portunities for land and timber grafting were increased 
all over the western and northern country. Graft was 
the means by which the “squaw man” fastened him, 
self upon the Indian reservations by ties of blood. When 
the reservations finally were suggested for opening to 
settlement, the “sooner” went in and made his selec- 
tions of the best of the country in defiance of all law. 
The common “squatter” made fast to the soil until 
the long processes of the courts were called into requi- 
sition to dispossess him. BEiven the citizen who went 
on to government land in seeming good faith, taking 
up his claim under the residence clause, found grafting
